The Dangers to Democracy: 


What Can Be Done About Them ? 


HIS list represents the work of 

many people. The need for a list 

of readings which would clarify 
and emphasize the nature of the forces 
which threaten democracy in America to- 
day was first suggested to the A.L.A. by 
educators attending a recent conference 
on Education and the National Defense in 
Washington. An outline, breaking the 
subject down into the thirteen subhead- 
ings used below, was prepared at head- 
quarters and fifteen libraries* readily re- 
sponded to the request to recommend 
several important titles under each head- 
ing. These suggestions from libraries in 
many cases represented a great deal of 
very careful and painstaking work. The 
numbers in parenthesis preceding some of 
the titles indicate the number of libraries 
recommending the same title under the 
same heading. 

The heading II J, “From Disregard of 
Things of the Spirit,” was added afterward 
at the suggestion of the librarian of the 
Milwaukee Public Library. To ask the 
other libraries to suggest additional titles 
under this heading would have delayed 
publication, hence the relatively few en- 
tries under this important section.
